But it was irhlle stationed at Fort 
Tuma -with Colonel Snyder's cavalry, 
some years before, that Johnson par- 
ticipated in one of the most thrilling 
exploits of earlv Indian history—the 
rescue of Olive Oatman from her ten- 
year captivity by the-Apaches 
The 


Federal government had already ex- 


gifts and unsuccessful military raids. 


Years befbre, tve Oatman partv had 


been ambushed, its oxen stampeded, its 
wagojns rushed, and all the party sl»in 
but three—Olive, aged ten, her baby 
sister, and a brother, Lorenzo. The 
girls were takeji prisoners, the boy 
was scalped and left for- dead, mat re- 
vii'ed, crawled to a nearby cave and 
was'later rescued, half mad, by pros- 
pectors. 


The girls were borne far back into 


the Indian country. Little Mary soon 
died, and her sister buried her in her 
own blanket. Thereafter, for ten long-, 
hopeless years she was a, slave among 
the savages, branded after the same 
fashion that Johnson had been in his 
iouth, but with additional lines ex- 
lending along each cheek from the cor- 
ner of the mouth.

The first railroad in Oakland Is not 


among the least of these. 
For the 


first road came in when even rail- 
roads were a \oung institution and 
traffic troubles were more with road- 
beds than rolling stock.

ups of IIcuij Ma-luon, one of the 
oldest eariy Oaklanders in the city, 
comes the tale of the establishment 
of Oakland as a railroad center, away 
back in the 60s when Adeline street 
was Sailors Lane and coyotes roamed 
the Tvooda at First avenue.

The story of Oakland's railroad 


career begins with Dr. Redman Gib- 
bons and Attorney Edward Gibbons, 
two Oakland men and brothers, who 
owned a large tract of land which 
extended from Center street to the 
bay in one way and from Seventh to 
Twelfth streets the other. Their hold- 
ing: was known as Gibbons' point and 
was one of the heaviest wooded pieces 
of timber land in the countrj. 
It 


•was adjoined on the south side o£ what 
is now Seventh street by the* ranches 
of De Yard, Philip Graffel and otfiers, 
who owned the land where fhe South- 
ern Pacific roundhouse now stands 
and which was all ranch property. 


In those daj-s the only means of 


transportation to San Franaiscq was 
by pieans of the Creek- rou'te "ferry

ALWAYS SVATCHED 
FOB VTttiD ANIMATES 


It was no unusual sight to see the 


forerunner of. the present,.commuter, 
with hifl rifle cupped in his arm, walk- 
ing or riding through the dense un- 
derbrush, with an ear a'cock for the 
sound of the Clinton's whistle. ,The 
Gibbons were a familiar -sight in those 
days as, In a light buokbbard with- a 
pair of spirited horses, they would" 
'swing down Third street, then the 
main thoroughfi-fre, at a gallop', turn- 
ing into Broadway and galloping otit 
on the wharf to make the gang-plank 
b'y a narrow margin. 


It was on one 
1 of these occasions 


that the Clinton, an unwieldy craft, 
stranded on 5, sandbar while the tide 
was' going out. During the -four 
hours that the craft hur.g- in mid- 
stream and her passengers fretted 
and fumed, the Gibbons, delayed like 
the rest, put their heads together and 
worked out the idea of a railroad. 
From this circumstance arose ar- 
rangements that brought the sound of 
the pile-driver into the picturesque 
,silences of the undeveloped estuary. 
And where only trees lined the water's 
edge a line of pil^ grew up about 500 
feet from shore to mark the new- 
landing place of the equally new ter- 
minal of- the Gibbons Railroad and 
Ferry Company. 


The railroad was fathefed in 1858. 


In the same year Redman. Gibbons, 
who stoutly maintained that Oakland 
would some day be a transcontinental 
railroad 
terminal, 
attempted 
to 


finance his project, but it was not 
until 1862 that a ueiv compa-hy was 
formed and fights of way secured 
fhrouph Hardy's, Wood's, Brewer's, 
Briggs', Bagge'e, De \aids and Gib- 
bons' ranches and a franchise granted 
by the town of Oakland to the San 
Francisco Railroad Company. 


The town limits at that time ran 


from Fallon to Market street and all 
west of Market street was through 
private property. Durin-g the latter 
part of the same >ear surveyors were 


, put to work, oaks cut dow-n, a long: 
trestle built from Myrtle, to Chestnut 
street over a big- ravine, a pier built 
out into the water about tw-o-thtrds 
of the distance of the present Oak- 
land mole; and a steamboat, the 
Louise, built 
Rails wer» then laid 


from the pier to Broadway, and on 
a memorable day in September. 1863, 
the road was declared finished and 
ready for business. 


The whole city of Oakland turned 


out at the opening of the railroad to 
see for the first time, a real locomo- 
tive. In size the locomotive was about 
that of a present steam roller. 
It 


had 
four wheels, 
with a driving 


power of • thirty-five horses, and was 
without cab or tender. A small flat- 
car was attached behind with water 
barrels on !t an1! a sppco fnr •wood. 
Maloon tells" the story of that first 
ride In his own words: 


"When everything was ready for 


the start, the engineer, Jim Batch- 
elder, said: 'Well, boys, if you want a 
ride, fill the water barrels and pile on 
the wood.' So we piled on. wood until 
it was like carrying water for an ele- 
phant at a circus. 
"We had to put on 


more water before TFe got to Broad- 
way, for she got away with, more 
water than twenty elephants. She 
was a combined locomotive and track 
sprinkler, the first and last I have 
ever seen. 
STEAM "WAS 
Fttf ALI/Y RAISED 


"Steam was finally raised. Jim 


pulled back the lever and ciied 'All 
aboard!' There was a puff and a 
snort and a wheeze and the little en- 
gine started over the road to make 
new history for the town. At Seventh 
and Center streets we met with our 
first mishap. A limb of an oak tree 
disputed our right of way, knocked 
off our smokestack and put us out 
of ooifcmission. After sawing- off the 
limb apd replacing the stack, we' pro- 
ceeded on* our way. A stop w-as made 
at Sailorf? Lane, now Adeline street, 
for more water, and then across the 
trestle through Hardy's woods to 
Market ttreetr 


"At Matket street a stop was made, 
o-,^ th»> nnn-lnp fnsnocted Then with 
everything ready we started off lor 
the final dash to Seventh and Broad- 
nay.'' We started with bell ringing, 
vrhistlc blowing, and the puff puff of 
the little old engine as it wound in 
and out among the oaks told the set- 
tlors that for the first, time they had 
a areal railroad. 
"U omen ran to the 


doors of houses and 
looked with 


wonder, dogs barked, chickens took 
to flight and horses and cows fled 
with fright. Men cheered as the en- 
gine reached its terminus at the foot 
of Broadway in tha magnificent run- 
ning time from the wharf at Gibbons 
Point 
of 
one 
hour 
and 
twenty 


minutes."

The following year the road was 


extended to Falion street and from 
thence on to San Antonio, now East 
Oakland, which, w-as its final end. The 
engine w-as christened the "Oakland" 
and

"Liberty," built to care for increased 
business. 
From then on until 1S68 


the road prospered. And then, on the 
Fourth of July of that year. It met 
disaster.

Edwin Markham— 
An Epoch-Makini 
California Poet 
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IN the Z^rd day of April, i coz, n,awm marKnam 
was born at Oregon City, Oregon. He was the 
youngest of a large family, but the lords of fatei 
decided that he was the one to whom the world 


should do honor.

When I was a boy at home we al-' 


ways had family prayer and were in 
the habit of "reading 
around in 


turn" lessons chosen by my father 
Iiom the Bible. We lads were alwavs 
delighted when the book of Esther 
was chosen. The dramatic situations 
thrilled us. Especially was I stirred 
to the depths of my child nature when 
I came .to the question of the king. 
"What shall be done unto the man 
whom the king delighteth to honor?" 
and Haman gave his memorable an- 
swer, little dreaming that the honor 
he contemplated for himself was to 
Le accorded to the man he so bitterly 
hated. He was to be clothed In the 
king's 
apparel, 
placed 
upon 
the 


king's horse, wearing the royal crown, 
and then the horse, led by one of the 
king's most noble princes, they should 
parade the streets of the city, the 
herald proclaiming 
"Thus shall i^be 


aone to the man that the king de- 
lighteth to honor." 


Those dava of my childhood are 


long gone, yet once m a while there is 
still the echo m my heart: "What 
shall be done unto the man whom 
the king delighteth to honor?" and in 
thinking of our great Californian— 
cur great world-poet, Edwin Markham 
—this ancient question again sprang 
into mind. For in a true democracy 
-sve are all kings in oUi divine right of 
personal thought and freedom. And 
men—king&—everywhere want to do 
honor to our poet. Instead of placing 
him on horseback and parading him 
through the streets in the old-time, 
spectacular method, we would do him 


>et more-wide-reaching, more effec- 
tive, more convincing. We will honor 
him oy giving thanks on his birthday 
that he was sent to us, and we-w-ill 
resing his songs, rehearse his story 
and re-emphasize his message. 


And thus w ould I. call upon the 


kings and queens of the California 
democracy today to do honor to Ed- 
win Markham, the poet of the com- 
mon people and of common thing*, as 
Lincoln was the President of. com- 
mon people and things 
In view of 


this designation of Markham it Is ap- 
propriate to inquire as to its truth, and 
then seek to know why his poetic 
genius took this emphatic and indi- 
•\ldualistic tone That H Is true all the 
eminent critics ha.ve affirmed—Alfred 
Russell Wallace declared that "he is 
the greatest poet of the social passion 
that has vet appeared in the world." 
John Burns the labor member of the

cabinet,

Y "Markham's 
Man With the Hoe' is 


the greatest poem ever written by the 
hand of man." 
And another spokes- 


man for the people aiffirmecl that "it

Dimond hilte, back of Oakland, wrote: 


"Therp hav« hppn men before Mark- 


ham's time known as poets of the 
people, but I can think of only one, 
and that one is Burns, who really of 
choice took his place with the people 
and worked with them and sang for 
them as he worked; and It Is not so 
certain that Burns took and kept his 
place there entirely from choice." 


From the day Markham's first great 


poem stirred the thought of tlio world 
words similar to these of Wallace, 
Burns and Miller have been uttered by 
the really competent thinkers of all 
peoples. Hence the decision may be 
accepted as authoritative.

there has been no poet who so com- 
pletely has identified himself with the 
common people as Markham, this In 
Itself is a remarkable fact that re- 
quires an adequate and competent ex- 
planation. 
Why did he so separate 


himself from the general habits of 
great and successful poets? Why did 
he 
forswear 
the 
honor, 
flattery, 


money, luxury, that come to those 
poets who use their genius to please 
the vanity of the world's great and 
wealthy? 
To answer this question 


sright would bo to do the world a 
good hervice, to point out the truer 
lalues. to place a higher star of am- 
fcllion and aspiration before the young 
who mav read and perhaps "mark, 
learn and inwardlv digest.'' Personally

Yet I doubt 
very much whether the w orld w ould 
ever have heaid his name or been 
thrilled with the pouer and passion 
of his "Man With the Hoe" had it 
not been for those early dajh from 
which sunshine and joy s>eemPd to "be 
ruthlessly di\ orced. 
His father died 


when he was quite a j oung child, and 
his widowed and sad-hearted mother 
mo\ed to California to H\e upon a 
lauii in ihe tiuiaim jiuij>, in UIB iieait 
of the Coast range. E\ en in a set- 
tled community the life of a small 
boy on a povertj -stricken farm is 
pathetic enough in the struggle that is 
bound to ensue. 
t"'Ut in a new and 


pioneer country the hardships are in- 
creased by the disad\antage. of soli- 
tude The little Markham laddie was 
compelled to work hard, caring for 
the sheep on the mountain side, be- 
sides suffering a'l the prhations of 
pioneer life. His loving mother taught 
him to read and write, and from the 
wreck of things had sa\ed four books 
besides her treasured Bible 
One day 


rummaging about in an old cupboard 
the growing lad came upon these. 
They were Byron's "Poems," Pope's 
"Iliad," Scott's "Tales of a Grand-

"As day by day the boy stood be- 


neath the blue dome of-heaven, walled 
in by rugged, age-scarred mountains 
and enthralled by" the solemn, cease- 
less roar of the distant waterfalls, cr 
the mysterious whisperings of the 
pines as the wind caressed their grace- 
ful plumes and the sun called forth 
their incense tribute of rich, health- 
giving exhalations, while enveloped in 
the wonder and beauty of Nature, 
whose aspects 
ever 
changed, 
but 


whose glory never lost Its witching 
charm, little did the boy imagine that 
God himself was storing his youthful 
mind with treasures not gained in 
man-made schools.

"And so in this great University of 


Nature, amid scenes where sublimity 
touched 
hands 
with 
beauty, 
the 


imagination of the boy was fed and 
his vision expanded. 
God spoke to 


the soul of the youth just as surely as 
in olden times he spoke to the child 
Samuel, and, though the physical ear 
was not yet attuned to catch the vi- 
bration of the Infinite, the spirit re- 
ceiv ed the message with awe and won- 
der and pondered its lessons. The 
prophets of ancient Israel were no 
more truly prepared by God to deliver 
their message to the children of men 
than was this child of. the Sierras, 
whose pure imagination was flooded 
1y the wonderfal wealth of 
lofty 


imagery and whose thought-world was 
tiijged and colored by tho beauty, sim- 
plicity and dignity of Nature " 


It was this looking at evervthingi 


that came within the range of his 
mental vision with the clear, un- 
spoiled, unsullied eyes of Nature tna.t 
made him what his poems were 
afterward to reveal to the world. Had 
he lived In a city he would early have 
become so familiarized with the evils 
of our ehiii2ation, so hardened to tha 
cruel wrongs of the slums, of the 
«aloon, of all tolerated and protected 
evils that war 
against 
manhood, 


womanhood and childhood, that ihov 
never could have arouse/:! in him the 
fierce passion of protest that later 
startled, aroused and awakened the 
conscience of the world. No city 
hanker, no college professor, no news- 
paper man coming In contact with 


these things fiom his earliest years, 
and seeing them daily could ever have 
written "The Man With the Ho'e." It 
would have been beyond them. The 
Legrees of the South never could have 
seen the evils of slavery, because it 
•was their everyday experience. 
The 


ruthless drivers of little, anemic chil- 
dren in the cotton mills, glass fac- 
tories and other body-destroying oc- j 
cupations are not the ones to write 
scathing 
phillipics 
against 
such 


wicked usage of little ones. 
It re- i 


quired an Elbert ,Hubbard, who had I 
never seen such iniquities, to picture 
their damnable effects so as to startle j 
the world. The owners of tho slums j 
of New York and other cities, or those I 
who were daily familiar with them, 
were not the ones to demand and 
.seek their overthrow. It required a 
Scandinavian, familiar only with the 
Efow-clad mountains, the flower-be- 
spangled valleys, the storm-swept or I 
placid fjords or wide sweeps of ocean 
bays, transferred to Vhe position of 
police reporter on a great city daily 
—Jacob Riis—to see and point out the 
dire iniquities of slumdom and the 
things in our social svstem that 
create such an unbelievable condition 
as a "city slum." "

Men familiar with evils from child- 


hood are not shocked by them. When 
I was a lad I saw farm laborers who 
lived in huts that I now see were not 
£it for pigpens, whose wages, which I 
had to support the laborer and hiSj 
family, v. ere not adequate to feed ai 
lady's lap-dog, jet I did not see the • 
monstrous wrong in these facts. My | 
conscience had to be aroused, taught, i 
educated Most men become hardened j 
to the ugly facts of the iniquities of J 
our social svstem. Thev think that' 
slums, degradation, n.leery, overwork, • 
too little pay, alwavs have existed and j 
always will exist. The law of the' 
survival of the fittest is at work. Those] 
w ho are "fit" will escape from these! 
conditions. This 1s proof that those'I 
who do not escape are fit for nothing j 
higher. TI.us reason the convcr.iio'-- 
ally-civilized, the conventionally-moral 
men.

been unable to accomplish this deslr- 


sent as a minister to Stockton by the 
Presbyterian Board of Domestic Mis- 
sions 
In 1SG7 he applied for the po- 


sition of teacher of the little "Black 
Schoolhouse," as It was known, that 
stood just five miles northeast of Sui- 
sun City, and where he himself at one 
time, had gone to school. Here is a 
small part of his story: 


"My personal acquaintance 
with 


one of the trustees was a suggestion 
that I might possibly acquire the 
school. I applied to him, and he said, 
'You can't teach this school.' I said, 
'Why7' and he replied, 'You haven't 
the physical capacity.' I did not at 
first understand and said, 'What do 
vou mean?' He said, "There is a boy 
fn this district who has broken up the 
last two schools and 
whipped the 


schoolmaster.' "Well,' I said, 'is that 
ihe only objection to me?' And he 
said, 'Is that not enough0' 
I said, 


'No! I do not know the boy, but I 
can assure j ou that if he is as big as 
Goliath and as brave as Caesar, he w ill 
not hr«ak up my school ' The trus- 
ts sTi.led in scorn and I th»n said 
'Let us make a contract that if I am 
s:'ven tho school ar.d th's hoy Krciks 
it up, even at the end of the last hour 
of the last day of the term, vou will 
not owe me a cent" And then, after 
a week's negotiations, I became the 
master a^d entered upon my duties. 


"A week passed and no incorrigible 


•scy a.irearefl, but en the f:rst morn- 
ing of the second week In walked a 
splendid specimen of stalwart boy- 
hood, broad-shouldered, straight and 
arrogant. I saw at once that I was 
tip pE^in^f hfs d^t'tj* and my f*>e for 
teaching for a *erm; and we both wor.. 
P.v a psvclioloci'-Ti instinct we hoth 
Nncu our dav had come, ;mcl v,e took 
moral nu'aM.rement, one of the other, 
"<• \\oll as of tho situation.

education, to exist upon a farm; to 
work, to plow, to sow and to reap the 
products of their fields, and to eat and ' 
aleep—there came a sudden outburst 
of laughter.

"When the hour came for dismissal 


of the school, I said, -Markham, I -want 
jou to stay after school; I want to 
speak to you! The entire school was 
alert, as they thought that the con- 
flict was again on. The school was 
dismissed, but the scholars lingered, 
e\r°'"mnt, a"<3 I said to them 'Go on 
•to your homes; there is nothing be- 
tween Markham and myself that con- 
cerns you! They went, and Markham. 
and I had one hour alone. 
He re-i 


members that hour, for it was tha 
supreme hour of his life. I took up 
Tvith him the afternoon's laugh of thet 
school and that he was the incitement; 
thereof, and then. I went over ivith, 
him the loneliness of his life, of which, 
he did not know I knew; the piteous 
childhood of which he wrote in after 
years, and of which neither he nor I 
ever spoke again. I recounted enough, 
ot his life to show him that I was 
not ignorant thereof, and that I had 
seen in his brow and eye the promiso 
of high achievement, and that of all 
the pupils I had, he alone was tie one 
to whom my heart had turned and 
with whom I desired to measure tha 
great things that were to aspiring 
souls possible. . . . Shall he or I 
ever forget that hour? I do not want 
to forget it and I know he does pot. 
He looked at me with, longing eyes, at 
first defiant, and then changing to a 
•wondrous sweetness as I touched hia 
spirit. As we talked, he broke down 
and leaning his hejid upon, the desk' 
eobbed out his grief, and when he 
looked up I saw the spirit which in 
these latter days has, made him a 
prophet of righteousness. 
He was 


'born again!' 
I said, 'Go home and 


come back to me in the morning with 
all the'past sloughed off.' 
Obediently 


he went, and carne in the morning just 
as I had suggested. He took off of my^ 
hands all of the younger scholars, 
teaching them their simple lessons, so 
that I was enabled to give him more 
time in his studies. He was in a class 
alone. We worked together, and be- 
gan together 
our climb to better 


things. 
Well I knew that he was 


destined to greatness, but I did not 
as yet fully comprehend his powers* 
or the trend and breadth, of his mind. 


". . . , It will be no violation, 


of the ethics to expose the beautiful 
relations that have, for nearly half 
a century existed between myself and 
the seer to quote from some late let- 
ters. In one of March 26, 1909, ha 
said: 'It was a thrill of pleasure to see 
again your well-remembered hand- 
writing. 
You know, of course, that 


you were one of the few noble Jnflu-» 
ences in my lonely and sorrowful hoy-*1' 
hood. 
Once in those old days you 


-wrote me a beautiful letter, which 1 
have kept until this hour. . . . Tell 
me of your fortunes. . . . For- 
t'lre*0 Well, I bellpve more and more 
as the years go on, that only one thing 
matters greatly—to live a good life. 
This conviction is an echo from your 
own letter to me, the one you sent mo 
in my friendless youth. . . . 


"On May 5, 1909, he wrote saying:' 


'I wish I could return to California 
and go out to walk with you over tha 
Suisun hills. They are to me a place, 
of tender and piteous memories. 
It 


was there that I met you, the beloved 
friend of my boyhood. It was there 
that I spent the years of my lonely 
and romantic youth.' "

ered over with feathers. 


The most famous of the flightless birds 


is the ostrich. 
It has many beautiful 


feathers and it differs from the other 
birds because it has only two toes. 


A great many females lay their eggs 


together in one nest in 
the sand.

simply kicks them out. It takes forty- 
two days to hatch the eggs. 


"vi'hen the eggs are hatched, the baby 


ostriches eat stones for the first two or 
three days and they are well taken care 
of by their parents.

F. G. Coburn, manager of the factory 
to the commandant of the navy yard, 
Benjamin Tappan. 
The order was

Daniels on March 26 and the Civil 


district secretary at Philadelphia on 
April 9. 


The letter states. 
"1. It is authoritatively reported 


that there is not a mechanical opera- 
tion in the construction of airplanes 
in England that is not, somewhere in 
the United Kingdom, being performed 
by women. 


"2. Since It is the desire of th« 


manager of the naval aircraft factory 
not to employ men of draft age un- 
less necessary and since it Is prob- 
able that male labor will becon.e in- 
creasingly needed, if not for the army 
then for other government produc- 
tion, it is respectfully recommended 
that the following ratings on the 
schedule of wages at the Labor Board 
of the Philadelphia Navy Yard be.

Every 
principle was evolved, not arbitrarily, 
but for a reason the combination of all 
the principles described by Aristotle 
unite to form what we might call a 
piece of machinery which is designed 
to "wring from an audience 100 per cent 
of emotion. Before the De Milles ar- 
rived on the scene many notable plc-

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brothers lifted the art to a higher 
plane, and their Influence has been 
widely felt and copied. 


The other school In the art of mak- 


ing pictures stressed the narrative 
method, somewhat rambling as in the 
case of the old-fashioned novel. The 
De Mille pictures were tightly-knit 
dramatic fabrics; while the pictures 
of the other school began Quietly, lay- 
Ing down the fundamentals of charac- 
ter that were to clash and work them- 
selves out In the play, and then pro- 
ceeded to move along leisurely to 
some feat of violence. Violence was 
often mistaken for drama. If- a pro- 
ducer of the narrative school called 
for "strong drama" in a picture he 
really meant, although, he 
was "not 


conscious of it, that he wanted some 
thrilling stunt, such as a dynamic fist 
fight, a train wreck, or a fire. This 
came about naturally 
because 
the 


cinema lends itself with such ease to 
spectacle. 


SCHOOLS TO BLEXD. 


But the blending of the two schools 


is now generally looked upon as the 
coming method. 


There is more real drama in Ibsen's 


"The Doll's House" than in most of 
the thrilling pictures that depend upon 
some sensation to lure the public into 
a theater. The difference lies largely 
in the treatment of character. There 
is no thrill in seeing an auto plunge 
off a cliff unless vou know, and have 
lived with, understand, and have a 
heart full of sympathy for, the occu- 
pants of the car. 
Ibsen's method was 


to reveal the innermost souls of the 
people of his pla.it, before he brought 
on what tne producer of today terms 
the "punch." 
So that, combining the 


character portrayal and the principles 
of the drama in conjunction with 
those particular, individual opportuni- 
ties for spectacle 
which 
only the 


cinema ran artequatelv «upply. is the 
open gate througli which the new art 
ib tiavelmg today.

discussing the Dunne-Griffin 
imbroglio from the 


standpoint of how it is going to affect Griffin's candi- 
dacy for re-election. He was first appointed to the 
.superior bench by Governor .Johnson. An election 
eventuating, he became a candidate for the succession 
in the regular way. and was defeated. Shortly there- 
after another vacaftcy occurred, and Governor John- 
son appointed him again. Now he is to try a second 
time for the election. Judge Ihtune is a stickler for 
judicial regularity. This controversy resulted over one 
Autone Corsiglia, arrested for complicity in the Yoko- 
hama Specie Bank robbery. His bail had been fixed by 
Judge Mogan at ?:>0,000, and Mogarf. as presiding 
judge, had assigned it to Dunne for trial. Application 
was made to Dunne for a reduction of bail to S10.000. 
which he refused. But immediately thereafter, and 
while Dunne was in "chambers, Griffin granted the 
application. This greatly incensed Dunne, who in- 
dulged in some free-band criticism of the performance, 
which in turn brought explanations from Griffin to 
the effect that he thought the case was his— had been 
assigned to his department. 
This has evoked other 


observations from Dunne, and the controversy is pro- 
ceeding in a manner to afford considerable interest to 
the bar. and not a little perturbation to Griffin and 
his friends. Dunne, on other occasions, has given evi- 
dence that he has his own ideas of what is due from 
occupants of the bench in the line of duty. His scath- 
ing denunciation of certain things that occurred in 
Hie Mooney trial is well remembered. He seems to 
hold lightly the ethics that sometimes is expected to 
be observed, regardless of everything else, on the bench 
of this ci(y. He does not seem inclined to shape his 
judicial action in a direction contrary to his judicial 
sense in order to appear amiable to his fifteen con- 
freres. 
The Court Tragedy 


The tragedy of Tuesda\ was the only violence that 


Unr. rtpnitvvnri in nn United States court since the 
memorable incident in. Justice Field's court wherein 
David Terry defied and started to assault the vener- 
able magistrate. In that case, us in this, -the United 
States marshal was promptly on hand to prevent vio- 
etice and preserve order. Marshal Franks was a slight 
man, but endowed with grit. Terry was a giant, with 
a giant's strength and a ruthless will, and he simply 
swept aside the obstacles that were at first interposed 
in his path. Marshal Franks was knocked down, and 
it required the efforts of six men to subdue the en- 
raged attorney. How enraged he must ha\e been, all 
who are conversant with his stormy history, and espe- 
cially those who were personally acquainted with him. 
are able to judge. Terry was sentenced to a year in the 
Alameda county jail for Ibis outburst, the charge be- 
ing contempt of court. The aftermath was his death 
ar Lathrop at the hands of David Nagle, who had been 
retained as Justice Field's bodyguard. Field's and 
Terry's orbits crossed at this point when they were 
journeying to San Francisco, and the latter evidently 
could not control his resentment on seeing his old- 
lime adversary.

Magistrates and Attorneys 


Those given to looking only at the material side of 


things — and they include the majority of us — are now 
able to understand how Judge Henshaw came to step 
down off the bench of the Supreme Court, upon which 
lie had sat for upwards of twenty years, and take to 
privnte practice. As attorney for the Southern Pacific 
Company in the ''billion dollar" suit over oil lands, 
he will probably command a fee that will equal five 
wears' salary as judge of the Supreme Court. It had 
long been a wonder why a man whose legal attain- 
ments were so generally recognized should continue 
on the bench when such undoubted success awaited 
him at the bar. It is here illiKp-nted why men of the 
very fir.st i-aliber dn not gravitate to the higher 
judicial positions. "Which is not smiprr flint there fire 
not very able lawyer1* on the bench. There is a certain 
class of extremely able jurists on (he bench who would 
not succeed in practice. And it is to be admitted that 
there are attorneys eminently successful at the bar 
who would not shin'e on the bench. TTenshnw is of the 
rr»ni1»M)p;i(i'i ihnr is- lii^hlv ennablo in either rtnsitioTi. 
and if he had considered only ihe money return, would 
probably li;ne been in practice long a^o instead "f 
(onMruing the law as a magistrate. 
Railroad Shake-Up 


Competition between railroads has disappeared, and 


ns a result an army of trained men have been turned 
loose to seek other jobs. 
'. )ff-line offices have been 


closed here in the West \\\\\\ main lines t h a i ha\e been 
in the habit of striving for business e\er since their 
completion have jjre.it h curtailed llieir forces. .Manv 
of the, men thus displaced have been taken over into 
other departments and some have found employment in 
other linos of business thnt can make profitable use 
of (heir shipping knowledge. While the keen soliciting 
competition has ceased, competition in operatini: re- 
sults, railroad men are advised, will become 11101-2 


urgent instead of less so. That is taken to mean that 
extra attention and service that will commend them- 
selves to patrons are expected to secure business that 
heretofore has been drummed up. If the roads ever 
go back to 'the old system there is likely to be a 
scramble. Those which have gained ground will want 
to retain it. and those which have fallen behind' will 
be anxious to regain their former positions. 
Three Senators Are Heard 


An unexpected turn to a propaganda that has been 


in progress for some time has resulted from the ex-, 
pressions of Senators Johnson and Phelan of this 
State and Poindexter of "Washington. Senator John- 
son did not come out strong for one who is in the 
habit of fraying a thing havd when he says it at all, 
and Senator Phelan, by taking any attitude on such a 
question, has- created much surprise, for he is not 
famous for the habit of promulgating opinions on a 
subject involving a matter of this character. Senator 
Poindexter comes from a State where such things as 
the Preparedness Day bombing are egged on. at least 
defended, and himself in times past has not been vio- 
lent in opposition to the forces which have evolved 
such methods. There, is unfeigned surprise in (hose 
circles whence the Mooney propaganda is urged (hat 
California's two Senators should go on record against 
it at such a critical time. These proponents appear to 
feel that they had reason to expect just the reperse. This 
is inferred friin the exTossions of a ioi!rn;'l'cf'c allv,' 
which has been undoubted in its support of both, hav- 
ing at times made the political enterprises of one in 
particular a fetish. There is an apparent feeling that 
the Senators have deserted the ship. But the Chamber 
of Commerce is by no means objecting that the Sena- 
torial representatives of the State have got around to 
their way of looking at the Preparedness Day bombing. 
The Policemen Had to Pay 


The members of the Board of Supervisors are some- 


times inadvertent, notwithstanding that they are al- 
ways inclining their political 
e~ar to the ground. 


They missed it in a matter- lately that seems to have 
got past while they-were considering something else. 
A couple of months ago the policemen gave a ball for 
their pension fund. 
The rental of the auditorium in 


which it was given is S250 a night.

steep price, but a£ the occasion netted a very large 
sum. the policemen could stand it. But the projectors 
of a Mooney demonstration applied for the auditor- 
ium for a mass meeting on Tuesday night of last week 
and were granted the use of it free.

How a Lumberman Puts It 


'•They are building steel ships ou this coast and 


wooden ships 011 the Atlantic coast, when the order 
might be leversed, at least in some degree, with ad- 
vantage to the government.'' That was the criticism 
of a prominent lumberman of the coast in a recent 
interview, in which he was asked for the news/in his 
line of endeavor. Going into particulars, he said that 
the government was undertaking to build ships from 
lumber furnished from- the South. Assurances were 
made when the contracts were let that plenty of ma- 
terial would be forthcoming. But it has been found 
that it is not forthcoming, and the Pacific coast has 
had to ship millions of fe«t to carry on the work. If 
the contracts had been let here the ships could have 
been built from lumber right at hand, and could then 
have been loaded w i t h iood or .soiuievs fui the w.ir 
zone, or wherever they were needed. On the other 
hand all metal £or steel ships has to come from the 
East, to be put together here. This is a view of it that 
I have not seen stated before, and is given for what 
it is worth, with a sort of understanding that all sorts 
of ships are being built on b.oth coasts ns rapidly as 
is possible.

of the municipal orchestra got the pull that landed 
him in such a soft job. 
Musicians all along have 


••.shrugged'' when the municipal orchestra

cu.ssod as to its art status. Kvery concert has en- 
taiied a loss of from s:>00 to -folH). 
For a long time it 


has been opffii knowledge that the conductor is an 
enemy alien. 
Yet in face of that'fact, three members 


of the Auditorium Committee of the Board of Super- 
\ihors not only recommended his re-employment'for 
another >ear. but that his salary be doubled to ?2l)0 
a concert! 
It almost required a surgical operation to 


(oi reel this- situation. 
It did require a row of pro- 


portions, .md the placing of members of tl^> board 
in a position when- they had fears for their status a.s 
Itual officials. 
The March municipal concert affords 


some interesting data. 
Thus, the conductor received 


S100, and ?18 for incidental*. 
There were r>8 musi- 


cians at SS apiece: there was overtime for 37 in re- 
hearsal nt SI apiece: there was a concert master and 
an orehesim manager at S-0 each. There were, oboe 
and tiute .soloists at

soloists at §2.uO each; the whole coining to §527.31. 
There were taken in §370.50, leaving a hiatus to the 
bad of §450.81. The receipts for the April concert 
were §394.35, but the bill of expense has not yet come 
along.

It has been held editorially that all the moneys that

must be citizens of the United States."

that engineers were scarce, and big 
undertakings, 


such as the Twiu Peaks tunnel and the Hetch Hetchy 
project, impended. 
It now'appears to have been a 


general letting down of bars, though it must be remem- 
bered that aliens do not vote. 
One feature of the 


imbroglio that is being discussed is (he bearing it will 
have on some of the Supervisors at ^lie next election. 
Members of the auditorium committee who not only 
got into a wrangle to retain an enemy alien in the 
city's employ but went the limit to double his. salary, 
are realizing that it may be remembered against them. 
Supervisor Welch, for instance, has ma'de profuse ex- 
planation at the newspaper offices, the gist of which 
is that he knew practically nothing about Conductor 
Schiller, but was told that he was a good man for the 
job. This is counted on to acquit the supervisor from 
favoring an enemy- alien on (he city's payroll. 
The 


consequences have been considered as to Mayor Rolph. 
The Auditorium Committee keeps on scrapping over 
the affair, and it is realized that some of them 
are 


likely to say something in an irritated moment, oY 
that there may result a situation otherwise, that will 
be embarrassing to "the head of the municipal govern- 
ment. 
Especially is this realized when it is remem- 


bered how thoroughly he dominates the Board of Sup- 
ervisors. 
Hetch Hetchy Again 


Last week I sajd something about TJctch Hetchy and 


the embarrassment that appeared to be ahead because, 
of the inability to sell bonds. There is now less than 
a million dollars on hand, and that will not keep 
things moving in this vast enterprise'a very great 
while. An effort is to be made to sell five millions of 
bonds. It is not expected that they will be absorbed 
by the market in the usual way; but there are signs 
that the familiar arrangement will be attempted by 
which they will ostensibly be bought by contractors. 
The law prevents their being- sold at less-than par, 
but if contracts can. be obtained at a prosperous 
enough figure, the cut on the bonds in the process of 
realizing on them as they are turned over can be with- 
stood. AVhile there is no market for the bonds at par, 
it is, of course, understood that they may find a mar- 
ket at a discount. It is not a new way of whipping 
the devil around the stump, and will have to be re- 
sorted to if work on the great water project is kept up. 
Islais Creek Lands 


The news that the State had settled with owners 


of certain lands at Islais Creek, whose condemnation 
for harbor pul-poses has long been resisted, was pub- 
lished in such a manner as to convey the impression 
that the litigation w.i.s. o\u aa lo ilic whole .u^a ;!uu 
the State sought to condemn. There are some sixty- 
two blocks in this tract, and a bargain was struck 
with the Union Land Company, subsidiary of the 
Union Lumber Company, which controlled fne. Title 
to the great bulk of the tract is still unsettled. Pope 
& Talbot own more than seven acres and Frank 
Somers owns an acre and a half. There are twenty 
other 
owners. 
All 
announce their 
determination 


to go on with (he litigation. They are greatly di.s-- 
satisfied with the award in (he condemnation suit. 
The extended litigation over this tract is still a long 
way from settlement, it would appear: but that may 
not be of pressing importance, for the State has no 
means at present 1o improve it and is not likely to 
have until the war is over and its harbor improvement 
bonds become salable. 
Disappearance of' Enemy Names 


The change of the name of the "German riouse"'. to 


• California House is the most notable sign yet of the 


passing of the hyphen. The German House stood for 
things ultra German. Not that all who foregathered 
there were in a disloyal sense. un-Aincrii.in. but Ihe 
traditions, customs, language and sentiments of an 
enemy country were perpetuated there; aud that was 
inappropriate and irritating. It is testimony to the good 
sense of those at the head of the institution that the 
name has been changed and the English language lins 
been adopted for the promulgations that are custom- 
ary in clubs.

of a sudden broadside of denunciation 
of the Scandinavian countries by Ger- 
man newspapers and publicists.

tile similarity of the articles It is evident, 
(hat. they ure directed by one mind, 
which mind apparently Is that of the Ger- 
man government. These articles accuse 
(he Scandinavian counuies substantially 
of toeing accomplices of the allies, and 
warn Finland and tho others that there- 
fore they can expect no consideration 
from Germany. Th'e reason for this policy 
is plain to diplomats In this country. Gci- 
rminy's dealings with Finland thus far 
s-eem designed to make Finland a minor 
German kingdom, with (he Kaiser's son, 
Prince Oacnr, on the throne, and to make 
another Helgoland of the Aland Islands.

unhappy men In Italy are said to be 
the sixty soldiers of the King's Guard 
who are not permitted to go to the 
front and fight like their brothers. 
The reason for this restriction is that 
these sixty men could probably not be 
replaced If killed, injured or taken 
prisoners. They are chosen with the 
upmost care not only as regards their 
habits and training but for their 
height, the minimum of which is six 
feet. 


"They begin where other men stop 


growing," according to a popular say- 
ing. 
Many of them are even seven 


feet in height. They are chosen from 
the carabmien or military police and 
roust have absolutely unstained rec- 
ords 
Each newly enrolled man, if he 
accepts the appointment, must agree 
to remain for a peaiod of five years 
in the guard, after which he may or 
may not re-enlist. During that period 
also he ma> not marry. 


The guards and their horses are 


quartered inside the grounds of the 
rpyal palace on the Qulrinal Hill.

States Treasury. 
Of this sum Cali- 


fornia has received for Its ov,-n use 
only $870,000, which was spent on 
the Orland 
project, 
leaving 
over 


$tj,000,000 due to California, which 
sum has been made use of for 
the 
last sixteen years by various Western 
States, and if we received interest for 
this money at the-rate of 7 per cent 
it would now amount in all to m$>re 
than $12,000,000. The interest, which 
amounts to 50,000,000, we have for- 
ever lost and the principal alone is 
now due us. 


"It seems that this loss Is wholly 


due to the people of California not 
making any united effort to get this 
money and use it in reclaiming our 
semi-arid lands. 
-. "It further, appears that each state 
in the past has received its money on 
\vhat is known as the allotment plan, 
and under this system 
more- than 


520,000,000 is due California, which 
sum we will now make an effort to 
secure through the work of this as- 
sociation. 


"It is our plan to raise $50,000 for 


the, purpose of carrying on. the cam- 
paign to enable us to get this money 
and to use any balance and all bal- 
ances, to defray the expense of aid- 
ing in the installation of a new gov- 
ernment irrigation project.

lar interest in any one project, nor 
at any particular place or point, but 
will turn the fund over to any pro- 
ject Luat wm jiuve tue commence anu 
support of the members of the ad- 
visory board of this 'association, who 
are the sole custodians of the moneys 
raised by this association. 
"As to how the money has been 


used, we might state that up to June 
30, 1916, Arizona had to Its credit 
from the sale of its

51,430,751, and had, up to this same 
date, received and spent $17,393.367. 
Nevada had to its credit $656,467 and 
had received and 
spent 
$5,786,SIS, 


and so on. 


"When the money Trill have been 


fully subscribed, the fund Is to re-

future disbursements to the end that 
they ai,d one or

Government 


projects to/ get under headway to ir- 
rigate a large acreage in this State 
of California. 


"Many people will ask, TVTiere is 
this $6,000,000 at present and whb 
has control of It?"

One 
of the real problems in design, -with which 
engineers have struggled from the very 
beginning of the industry is the question 
of obtaining satisfactory spring suspen- 
sion.- To reconcile the conflicting inter- 
ests of obtaining adequate support for th« 
load/ -with ease of riding for the passen- 
gers, has proved a difficult task.

Motorists are once more- traveling the* The detour at th« northern end leaves 


Ridge road in appreciable numbers though 
•many prefer to so by -way of th« Bouquet 
Canyon route as It Is not so steep as the 
bills on the two detours made necessary 
on the ridge by reason of new paving be- 
ing done. 


There Is * detour at either end, the one 


at tha south being about four miles long. 
The stretch of rough road from Castlac 
station to the foot of the grade Is now 
paved, but at the end of the new pave- 
1 rnent the detour Is made to the left 
through a narrow canyon for four miles. 
This road Is good but narrow. There are 
many places where two cars cannot pass, 
but turnouts are freq.uent and little back- 
ing up nesd be done.
